The  growth  of  Teacher  Training  during 
the  last  ten  years  is  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing: 

At  lie  Denver  Convention  in  1902,  it  wa> 
reported  that  one  person  in  111  of  the  of 
ficers  and  teachers  in  North  America  were 
enrolled  as  studwiits  of  teacher  training 
classes.  In  Toronto,  iu  1905,  the  report  wjn 
one  in  64.  At  lAuisvillc,  in  1908.  the  rc 
|Kirt  was  one  in  20.  At  San  Francitco,  last 
month,  the  rejiort  was  one  in  12. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  per 
cent  of  Baptist  officers  and  teachers  who 
are  in  teacher  training  classes,  or  hold  oUr 
diploma;  and,  it  would  he  interesting,  al<«>, 
to  know  the  per  cent  of  Baptist  officers 
and  teachers  iu  Mississippi  who  either  hold 
a diploma  or  are  taking  the  course.  Posai- 
bly  Brother  Byrd  lias  some  figures  on  this 
matter.  Anyhow,  brother,  suiter,  lyjjv 
about  yourself  and  your  Sunday  Sehool. 

Surely,  uo  one  will  now  say  that  Bucher 
training  is  u “fad.”  or  an  unimportant 
thing.  If  there  are  such,  the  above  figures 
bid  them  wake  up  and  rub  their  eye*. 
Tilings  arc  happening  that  they  ought  to 
see. 

The  official  report  of  teacher  training  re 
cords  for  Southern  Baptists,  as  given  out 
from  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville 
shows  on  August  1st,  1911,  a total  of  5.663 
diplomas,  336  red  seals,  and  164  blue  seals 
Mississippi  is  second  in  the  list  with  734  di- 
plomas, North  Carolina  leading  with  775  di- 
plomas. 

We  have  the  following  distinct  agencies 
or  lines  of  field  work  through  which  we  are 
pushing  the  training  of  our  Sunday  Sehool 
officers  and  teachers. 

1.  The  Colleges.  Brother  B.  W.  Spil- 
man,  of  the  -Sunday  School  Board,  gives  his 
time  exclusively  to  college  visitation  with 
emphasis  u|hui  the  normal  eourse  work. 
Many  of  our  Baptist  colleges  have  put  our 
Normal  Course  into  their  course  of  study; 
they  sec  to  it  that  the  students  take  the 
work  under  competent  teachers.  What  a 
great  thing  it  is  for  a Baptist  College  to 
train  Baptist  young  people  for  the  first 
Christian  service  they  are  usually  called  Up- 
on to  perform  when  they  reach  home— to 
teach  a Sunday  School  class.  Some  of  <>ur 
colleges  are  planning  to  do  this  thing. 

2.  The  City  Training  Schools.  During 
the  fall  ami  winter  there  is  practically  held 
in  every  city  in  the  South  a training  school 
of  a week’s  duration,  in  the  mornings  of 
which  is  taught  one  of  our  Normal  Course 
text  books.  Thus  hundreds  of  workers  are 
given  a start  in  their  teacher  training  course 
and  as  these  schools  are  related,  other 
books  are  taken  by  the  workers.  Every  live 
city  with  from  t bf  ee  to  five  and  more  Sun- 
day Schools  ought  to  maintain  an  annual 
training  school  of  this  kind  for  the  training 
and  inspiration  of  the  workers. 

3.  The  Summer  Encampments  and  As- 
semblies. These  great  occasions,  held  an- 
nually in  the  summer  at  some  atractive 
place,  are  liecoming  more  and  more  to  lie 


centers  of  tramiug.  Textbook  work  is  be 
coming  more  and  more  the  foundation  of 
the  educational  feature.  In  a number  of 
such  assemblies  this  summer  the  first  two 
hours  in  the  morning  were  given  to  text 
liook  study.  The  far-reaching  influence  of 
this  is  hard  to  estimate  Many  a worker 
lias  taken  a liook.  studied  it  through  under 
a skill  ill  teacher  at  one  of  these  meeting*, 
and  gotten  a life-vision  of  better  service  for 
God.  What  they  learned  made  Uiciu  dis- 
satisfied with  half  way  slipshod  prepars 
tion  for  sendee.  A lietter  way  was  opened 
up.  and  they  could  no  longer  be  satisfied 
with  the  old  way.  More  and  more  pastors 
and  ehurehes  should  send  their  workers  to 
these  meetings  for  training.

So  much  of  iny  own 
teaching  and  that  which  I have  observed  in 
others  has  (■•ell  mechanical,  vapid,  colorless, 
lifeless,  valueless  < 

2nd.  I li<jj»c  so  to  conduct  my  work  that 
my  pupils  sljnll  really  think  So  much  of  my 
work  of  the  past  hns.  I fear,  lead  merely  to 
extensive  ridding,  calling  from  soureen,  ac- 
eeptmg  the  jnpiiuoiis  of  others  without  that 
prayerful  meditation  which  issue*  in  Chris 
tisii  convict  tons  ami  forceful  Christian  char- 
acter. 

Third  I wish  my  next  year’s  work  more 
than  ever  before  to  lead  trf  a knowledge  of 
the  Bible.  Is  not  this  an  essential?  Sure 
Iv  so  to  a tdaehsr  of  that  book.

He  re-* 
fcrs  to  his  efforts  as  “attempts  at  ci villi 
zation.”  lie  was  a good  man,  and  did  a 
fine  work  Two  'differences  between  the 
work  of  Uaikes  and  Fox  should  be  remem- 
bered. Kaikes  held  his  school  ou  Sunday 
and  taught  secular  text-hooks,  while  Fox 
held  his  school  during  the  week  and  had 
the  Millie  as  the*  text-hook. 

Nor  should  we  withhold  due  credit  front 
William  Mrodie  (Jurney,  w.ho  was  horn  for- 
ty-one years  later,  in  Camberwell,  England/ 
He  caught  his  ideas  anti  inspiration  from 
Fox,  hut  lie  added  popularity  and  effic- 
iency to  the  new  movement.  He  distin- 
guished himself  as  the  advocate  of  the  vol-i 
untary  idea  in  Sunday  Sehooi  work.  His 
predecessors  had  paid  teachers  to  teach ; 
lie  called  for  volunteers  to  teach  without 
pay.  Of  course,  the  growth  of  Sunday 
Schools  created  a demand  for  Bibles ; for  u 
Sunday  School  according  to  the  modern 
idea  is  nothing  without  the  Bible. 

Thus  the  lovers  of  the  Bible  and  souls 
have  pushed  the  work  along  until  it  is  now 
recognized  as  a mighty  force  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  world.  In  its  development! 
its  vicissitudes  have  been  many  and  ,ita 
progress  slow  hut  it  has  been  far-reaching 
in  its  effects  for  good  upon  the  world.  It* 
methods  have  undergone  many  changes, 
but  its  h i him  have  been  unalterably  fixed 
upon  the  star  of  hope  as  it  shines  into  the 
dark  places  of  earth. 

Like  every  other  good  thing,  it  is  liable 
to  abuse,  and  when  misused  may  become 
a source  of  great  danger  and  harm.  The 
keenest  blade,  or  the  most  satisfactory  tool 
is  also  the  most  dangerous,  if  improperly 
used.  In  the  midst  of  the  great  good  being 
Accomplished  in  Sunday  School  activities, 
there  is  one  great  evil  creeping  in  which 
should  be  sedulously  guarded.  In  oilr 
towns  and  cities,  easily  one-half  of  the  Sun- 
day Sehooi  body  leaves  before  preaching 
begins.  Of  course,  a large  portion  of  the 
primary  grade  cannot  remain  in  two  ser- 
vices, one  following  the  other  closely.  But 
a very  perceptible  percentage  of  the  larger 
pupils,  including  often  teachers,  do  not  re- 
main for  preaching.  As  great  as  we  value 
the  teaching  service,  it  is  of  even  greater 
importance  that  we  recognize  and  magnify 
the  ministry  of  the  Word.  Teaching  is 
very  important  but  let  us  never  for  one 
moment  forget  that  it  “has  pleased  God 
by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  s.-^ve 
those  that  believe.”

The  Necessity  of  an  Integrated  Conscience. 

By  John  I*.  Hemby.

That  we  may  add  still  further  to  the; 
depth  of  our  convict ioii^of  a need  of  an  inte- 
grated conscience,  let  us  look  into 

TUB  lNIyl  lTIES  OF  THE  BAR. 

Closely  allied  to  the  spirit  of  politics  is 
the  spirit  of  the  bar.  To  the  student  of 
public  ethics  there  is  no  clearer  and  better 
defined  line  of  cleavage  running  through 
the  conscience  of  any  class  or  profession 
of  men  than  that  which  divides  the  con- 
science of  the  major  part  of  the  solicitors 
at  law.-  This  is  especially  true  of  the  great 
criminal  lawyers.  The  code  of  ethics  to 
which  they  scrupulously  conform  in  their 
private,  social  and  business  relations  with 
men,  is  entirely  abandoned  as  soon  as  they 
cross  over  the  line  separating  the  sphere 
of  private  or  social  life  from  the  realm  of 
public  or  corporate  life.  For  instance,  in 
private  or  social  life,  they  are  cultured, 
courteous  and  considerate  in  their  demean- 
or towards  ladies  and  gentlemen;  but  in 
their  capacity  of  court-officers,  they  aban- 
don the  rules  of  social  ethics  and  become 
inconsiderate,  rude  and  often  insutling  to 
these  same  ladii»s  and  gentlemen  dhould 
they  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  called  to 
the  witness  stand.  Such  abandonment  of 
polite  etiquette  ami  the  rules  of  good  breed- 
ing is  absolutely  inexcusable;  and  such 
transformation  of  the  civil  gentleman  into 
the  repulsive  ruffian  when  tie  becomes 
clothed  with  court  authority,  and  is  pro- 
tected by  the  court  from  personal  assault, 
should  never  find  justification  in  any  code 
of  ethics  in  civilization.  And  yet  it  is  true 
that  some  of  these  same  solicitors  at  law  are 
dignified  in  oliarrteter,  truthful  in  Word, 
strictly  honorable  in  their  demeanor,  scrup- 
ulously just  and  fair  in  their  dealings,  so 
long  as  they  remain  in  the  realm  of  private 
life;  but  as  soon  as  they  pass  over  into  the 
region  of  public  or  official  life,  they  vow 
allegienee  to  a radically  different  code  of 
ethics,  and  become  unmoral  rather  than  im- 
moral in  their  deportment.  Is  there  any 
justification  iu  reason  or  ethics  for  such  ex- 
tremely inconsistent  reversal  of  behavior! 
They  seem  to  seek  justification  in  the  the- 


ory that  the  law  presumes  that  all  men  are 
innocent  until  proven  guilty)  But  this 
hyjHithesis  j*  plainly  inconsistent  and  fa- 
tally defective.  Why  should  the  law  charge 
a man  with  crime  or  misdemeanor  and  place 
his  life  or  liberty  in  jeopardy  while  it  yet 
presumes  his  innocence!  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is,  it  presumes  his  guilt  before  it 
charges  and  arraigns  him  for  trial.  Hut 
suppose  the  theory  is  correct  and  without 
defect;  does  the  presumption  of  an  attor- 
ney’s guilt  or  innocence  license  him  to  be- 
come gross,  insinuating  and  even  insulting 
to  another  man  who  chances  to  be  placed  on 
the  witness  stand!  (The  things  here 
charged  are  self-evident.)  If  so.  by  what 
code  of  ethics!  Does  court  ethics  annul  the 
dictates  of  conscience,  and  release  an  at- 
torney from  any  sort  of  obligation  to  be  re- 
spectful and  courteous  to  others,  truthful 
in  word,  honorable,  and  fair  in  method?  If 
so.  this  will  possibly  explain  why  so  few 
l>eople  have  any  respect  for  or  confidence 
in  courts.  And  may  not  this  be  the  rea- 
son why  men  take  up  their  grievances  with 
their  fellow  man  and  settle  them  in  personal 
encounter!  No  doubt  this  is  a fruitful 
source  of  the  ever-increasing  number  of 
homicides. 

Again,  there  are  great  legal  firms  whose 
brilliant  talents  and  wealth  of  knowledge 
should  be  consecrated  to  the  cause  of  good 
government,  the  advancement  of  civiliza- 
tion and  the  maintenance  of  justice  and 
eqirity  among  men ; but  instead,  they  de- 
vote  their  powers  and  learning  to  the  de- 
fense of  iniquitous  causes  against  righteous 
condemnation,  and  to  the  subverting  of 
good  government.  Such  men  are  a great 
menace  to  the  stability  of  civilization  ami 
a greater  danger  of  subverting  sound  gov- 
ernment than  the  men  who  are  guilty  of 
felony  or  treason.  Fo~  these  men,  whih 
standing  at  the  bar  of  justice  as  court  of- 
ficers do,  in  the  name  of  the  law,  block  up 
the  way  to  justice  and  paralyze  the  law  an  1 
render  it  powerless  to  attain  its  ends.  Thus 
our  courts  are  converted  into  travesties  on 
justice,  and  the  functions  of  government 
paralyzed  And  it  often  occurs  that  in 
their  efforts  to  restrain  disciplinary  govern 
meut  that  they  close  their  eyes  to  truth, 
suppress  facts,  silence  the  voice  of  con- 
science, manufacture  evidence,  train  wit- 
nesses and  forget  God  while  they  strangle 
justice  to  death.  “And  who  are  these  who 
do  these  things?”  They  are  gentlemen 
who  are  scrupulously  correct  in  their  per- 
sonal behavior.  As  to  minor  morals,  they 
are  good  husbands,  kind  afthers.  Their 
home  life  is  above  reproach.  They  arc 
often  kind  and  considerate  neighbors.  They 
pay  their  debts  and  fulfill  their  personal 
obligations  to  their  friends.  They  scorn 
a lie  when  no  business  interest  is  at  stake. 

* * * “They  go  to  church  regularly’’ 

and  give  moral  and  material  support  to 
charitable  and  religious  causes.  This,  too. 
is  a strange  and  unnatural  paradox!  Why 
are  such  things  so!  It  cannot  be  explained 
except  on  the  hypothesis  of  a d isensed  and 
disintegrated  conscience  What  they  need 
to  do  is  to  co-ordinate  their  moral  instincts. 
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correlate  their  disintegrated  continences 
a i.d  to  subordinate  themselves  to  the  sarrn- 
eode  or  ethics  ’n  th  \r  eor|<orat«*  or  pr.M  < 
capacity  tha;  »overns  them  it.  their  privalt 
life.

Mississippi  Woman’s  College 

After  seventeen  years  of  labor  iu  Ar- 
kansas, 1 am  again  in  my  birth  State,  the 
State  that  gave  me  ray  education  and  ear- 
ly school  training.  I do  not  feel  that  I am 
a “returned  prodigal”  for  I followed  the 
call  of  duty  in  going  to  a neighboring 
State  and  wrought  earnestly  ’till  duty  call- 
ed me  back  home.  I am  glad  to.  shake 
hands  once  more  with  the  friends  and  co- 
workers of  former  days  and  I feel  so  com 
pletely  at  home  that  I consider  your  work 
my  -work  and  your  problems  my  problems 

You  will  notice  the  subject  of  this  arti 
clc,  Mississippi  Woman’s  College.  This  is 
the  name  given  to  the  new  college  recent- 
ly launched  in  Hattiesburg  for  the  higher 
training  of  our  young  women.  After  the 
burning  of  the  administration  building  of 
the  South  Mississippi  College  conducted  so 
efficiently  by  our  Brother  Thames,  the 
property  consisting  of  two  splendid  dormi- 
tories capable  of  accommodating  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  girls,  on  a beautiful 
fifteen-acre  campus,  passed  into  the  hands 
of  a wealthy  Methodist  brother,  W.  S.  F. 
Tatum.  He,  recognizing  the  Baptist 
need  and  the  Baptist  opportunity,  in  this 
great  Baptist  stronghold  of  South  Missis- 
sippi. very  generously  offered  to  donate  the 
entire  property  to  them,  provided  they 
would  raise  fifteen  thousand  dollars  to 
equip  in  a proi>er  manner  the  buildings  and 
run  a first-class  girls'  college.  He  fur- 
thermore, agreed  to  loan  the  money  at  a low 
rate  of  interest,  required  to  erect  a hand- 
some brick  administration  building  The 
four  Baptist  churches  of  Hattiesburg  elected 
a board  of  trustees  and  proceeded  to  meet 
the  conditions.  The  money  was  readily 
subscribed  and  the  enterprise  fully  launch- 
ed. A large  number  of  workmen  are  get- 
ting the  buildings  in  shape  and  the  faeutly 
is  employed. 

■Miss  Jennie  Jarman,  who  is  so  well 
known  in  the  State,  will  be  lady  principal 
and  she  will  be  assisted  by  Miss  Mittie  Mor- 
ris and  others  equally  strong,  in  the  differ- 
ent departments. 

We  believe  that  there  s a great  field  for 
a high-grade  girls’  school  in  South  Missis- 
sippi. There  is  not  a Baptist  college  south 
of  the  A.  & V.  Railroad  , in  fact,  there  are 
only  two  or  three  of  any  kind.  It  will  not 
compete  with  the  other  girls'  colleges  un- 
der Baptist  control,  for  th'*\  cannot  care  for 
the  whole  numlier  It  is  our  purpose  to 
offer  a strong  curriculum,  to  give  first-das* 
accommodations,  to  employ  strong,  con  e 
carted  teachers  and  to  train  for  a larger 
t’hristian  womanhood. 

The  school  has  thus  far  met  with  a hear- 
ty and  enthusiastic  reception.  We  are 
planning  for  larger  things,  and  with  the 
help  of  our  friends,  we  will  accomplish 
large  things.

Mississippi  College  and  Co  Education 

While  the  matter  of  a Baptist  College  for 
girls  is  before  the  fraternity,  the  writer 
wool  1 like  to  suggest  that  the  progress  of 
lin  lima  in  all  things  and  especially  in  hu- 
man development,  seems  to  demand  not  a 
separate  institution;  but  co-cdura! ion  in  a 
college  the  Baptists  already  own  and  main- 
tain. and  which  enjoys  the  prestige,  prom- 
inence and  |>ermaneuce  of  years  of  splen- 
did history. 

Mississippi  College  should  bo  made  co-ed- 
ucational.  First,  because  of  the  eternal 
.fitness  of  its  site  at  Clinton,  which  is  cen- 
trally located  and  will  soon  be  a suburb 
of the  State  Capital;  lieeauae,  improvements 
and  additions  now  being  made  on  the  col- 
lege buildings  and  campus  can  be  easily  con- 
formed or  transformed  to  the  use  demand 
ed  bv  the  new  measure — the  admission  of 
young  women  to  the  institution. 

We  admit  thnt  the  curricula  in  men’s 
colleges  an*  not  beat  for  the  majority  of 
women,  unless  abridged  and  amended.  This 
latter  could  lie  easily  done  by  adding  de- 
partments of  music,  srt,  domestic  science, 
etc.,  some  of  which  our  boy*  would  be  glsd 
to  patronize,  and  which  they  have  been  de- 
nied by  the  regimen  prescribed  in  strictly 
men’s  or  boys’  schools.  A goodly  number 
of.  elective*  could  also  be  carried  in  the 
course,  the  present  departments  of  English, 
Mathematics.  Language.  History  and 
Science  sufficing  for  Iwith  sexes. 

How  much  less  expensive  and  complicat- 
ed would  such  an  institution  appear  licfore 
the  people  in  presenting  “the  cause  of  ed- 
ucation!” Money  contributed  in  its  in- 
terests would  go  in  a single  fund  and  lie  ad- 
ministered by  one  government  or  board, 
while  separate  institutions  would  make  sep- 
arate and  coiiflieting  demands  on  the  purses 
of  the  people. 

Men  and  women  must  exist  together  in 
the  world.  Students  are  together  in  our 
public  schools  with  no  unsatisfactory  results 
because  of  this  fact,  and  scores  of  institu- 
tions where  co-education  exists  could  In- 
cited to  prove  that  the  plan  is  practical. 

Rev.  J .0.  Chastain,  a Mississippi  College 
graduate,  and  our  missionary  to  Mexico, 
who  wrote  the  leader,  in  lirookhaven  iu 
1 HK3,  after  a session’s  experience  in  its  first 
coeducational  term,  said:  “Its  influence 
on  young  men  is.  beyond  question,  stimu 
lating  and  elevating.  As  a class,  the  young 
ladies  surpassed,  the  men  in  advancement 
and  have  established  public  sentiment  in  fa 
vor  of  the  sentiment.  People  thst  chuck- 
led at  it  a*  a joke  four  years  ago,  arc  now 
in  favor  of  it.” 

And  this.  Brother  snd  Sister  Hsptisls,  was 
'•1st  twenty-eight  years  ago!  Should  we 
hesitate  any  longer!
